The entrance of Congressman Tom 
Johnson, at the head of the Cuyohoga 
Bounty delegation, was tlie occasion for 
a-i outburst of applause that indicated 
he had many followers among the dele- 
gates. 


Senator Calvin S. Brice came upon 


the stage from a side entrance, and as 
soon as his presence was .discovered 
there was a round "of applause, but it 
was not nearly so enthusiastic .as that 
which greeted the free trade congress- 
man. 
There were a few. scattered 


hisses, bit they-weronot so audible as to 
attract general attention, being drowned 
in the applause.

It was 10:45 "when the convention was 


called to order by Chairman, C. D. 
Crites of the state central committee. 


Bev. S. P. Long, a Lutheran, clergy- 


man, of this city invoked the divine 
blessing, departing from the usual cus- 
tom by a severe critioiirn on the pre- 
sumption of Colonel Brecfciuridge of 
Kentucky to stand as a statesman and 
lawmaker. 


Hon. 
Frank Hnrd of Toledo was in- 


troduced iis temporary chairman, aud 
J. J. McXally of Youngstown. as tem- 
porary secretary. Mr. Kurd was re- 
ceived with an outburst of applause. 
His remarks on the new tariff law were 
loudly cheered and his denunciation of 
the A. P. A. was also loudly applauded. 


He spoke in substance as follows: 
•'JIv FELLOW DEMOCRATS — I cou- 


" gratulate you upon assembling in stato 
'convention in the first flushes of the. 
Sawn of a new day of prosperity to the 
United States. Through Red. seas the 
business men of this country have passed 
autil hope began to fail and despair had 
seized the managers of~nearly every aiii- 
loxprise in the land. 


"For more than 20 years tariff reform- 


Bra hod predicted that such a condition 
must inevitably result from protection. 
Restriction of the marker, resulted in 
overproduction of domestic goods. Nor 
for this condition was tho Democratic 
party in any respect respu.isible. What- 
ever disturbance COT::OS thruugh reforms 
.must, be changed again .6 the wrongs 
which make refer' .is necessary, and not

"The promiiu of business revival has 


'come partly because the element of un- 
certainty as to what the tariff rates 
would be has been-removed- The new 
law is not likely to (be modified - for 


„- -some time by a general revision. 
But 


•chiei'y this result nas been produced 
•because the new lav.- is cheapening tho 
•'-•xpeiiseg of living. It. proclaims the 
doom, of protection, in the United States, 
''•local interests represented by con- 


gressmen -who desire popularity, with 
their constituent often interpose to 
prerent necessary changes and to pro- 
long a system which bestows local fa- 
vors. . These considerations appeal to the 
practical legiri acor, and make necessary 
at the beguiling of great reforms a 
slowness of movement exasperating to 
the enthnsiiir-tie reformers. 
"For -the^o reasons the uew4aw may 


not have gone, as far as many have 
wished, but it goes a long way in the 
redemption of Democratic pledges aud 
reforming oar tariff system. It reduces, 
on an average, the rates of tho McKia- 
ley law iiO per cent. But the chief 
merit, h« said, was .to be found in the 
free li=t 
The people will be saved 


nearly ?15,000,000 per year. 


"Th;; addition of wool to the free list 


makes the law one of the most import- 
ant statutes enacted since the war. He 
predict 1 higher prices for domestic 
wool to the farmer and cheaper goods to 
the consumer. In this way free wool is 
desticed to be the great educator of the 
people on the tariff .question; very soon 
they •- dl demand that other articles of 
foreign trade, so far as it if practicable, 
shall be brought in free." 


Coining to the division in the party 


on t e tariff question Mi. Hnrd «aid: 


"First and foremost I give credit to 


Grover Cleveland and John G-. Carlisle. 
Tree wool is worth more to tariff re- 
form than all other provision* of the 
law pnt together.

tbo baby with his mouth open. Granger 
forgot tho blaming match -which ho -was 
holding over bis pipe bowl, aud it burn 
ed to his fingers as he gazed blankly at 
Barlow aud the kicking infant.

tric»l—;Aaro«'« Sana IVcro Electrocuted, 


ami Xcula, Qad-Tkey rjvua ufc Tlmt 


Tltno* Gould Not Huvo Surpassed Aaron* 
Tliero is laochiug now oia the face of 


kho earth, aud there ia no doubt that 
electricity was well known to the Israel- 
ites and probably to the Phoenicians. 
The first record of electrical phenomena 
is 03 old as' the Ten Commandments. 
Moses, wheu ho received .tha stone ta- 
bles ou which tho Ten Commandments 
were written tho second time, bnilc a 
box out of fir.—not the common oedar or 
any other native- woods, but .fliwood, 
which had to be imported by Phoenician 
merchants from the southern part of 
Enrolls. Was this choice accidental on 
account of tie groat value of the resin- 
otia wood, or was it the choice of tho 
best known uouoouductor among the 
great number of various timbers? 


Mosea had' tlio fir boxliuod inside^and 


outsitle with beatea gold, wliioh. con- 
verted tho ark. of the covenant into a 
very expensive but very perfect leyden 
jar or storage battery for electricity. As 
gold is by 60 per cent a better conductor 
of electricity than copper, was the 
•choice of gold again on account of its 
value, or was it au inspiration or reve- 
lation?

. Pickled Apples. 


Russet, apples make the best pickle. 


Take out the llower of the apples, 
stick several cloves in each apple and 
make a syrup with the following pro- 
portions: To every quart of vineigar 
take three pounds of sugar, the juice 
and rind of one lemon, an ounce of 
preserved ginger and an ounce of 
mace.
